In response to reference (a) the 
following coranents are forwarded herewith t 

Paragraph 2a — It is believed that HBSTRICTS) 

classification is adequate idiere the 
subject matter has been derived from 
docum ents which are ostensibly OS- 
CXtASSIFIEI} and available on the public 
newsstand in USSR or at a Soviet book» 
shop. UNCLASSIt'liflj is not adequate as 
it is desirable to conceal the fact 
that we are publishing translated 
abstracts. 

Where the subject matter is 
actually classified by the Soviets 
antvor has been obtained, the indi- 
vidual abstracts or periodicals Mhould 
reflect the appropriate security classi- 
fication by U.S* standards, bearing in 
mind that over classification is undesirable 
frm the user's point of view. 

Paragr^ 3 - There is essentially little differ- 
ence in reqTiirements insofar as security 
classification of ^periodical Abstracts* 
or "Bibliography" is concerned. HESTRICTED 
classification is applicable to this type 
of material for the same reasons eopressed 
in Paragraph 2a above. 
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Paragraph i*b -> It i» believed that upgrading of 
"Soviet Preas Extracts* to the SECRET 
olaaslfioation la not justified for 
the following reason* t 

1) The vqpgrading to SECRET claasi* 
fioation preventa use of preas eoc* 
tracts in publloatlona of loww 
classification such aa in the CBTI 
Review (Ccaafidential) and the OHI 
Quarterly (Restricted). The matMlal 
ifeioh Bay be contained in the contracts 
ia frequently used in these publieaticms. 
It is intended that this practice will be 
continued in the future regardless of 
classifications that may or say not be 
applied to specific items of the Soviet 
preas by other agoioies. 

2) It is strongly believed that Soviet 
preas items should not be placed in the 
same security classification as other 
types of information coming frcmi offi- 
cial U.S. sources such as dispatch 
traffiOf reports and research studies.
